The screen printer has demonstrated 
his versatility and more buyers see ex- 
cellent possibilities the process 
both alone and collaboration with 
letterpress lithography. Silk screen- 
ing rapidly being mechanized.

For- 
merly oil base paints took sev- 
eral hours dry. Now synthetic 
resin ink will air-dry minutes. 
E-C glass panelled conveyor instal- 
lation shortens drying time use 
infra-red lamps.

Papers 


Luminous papers that glow the pres- 
ence light give tremendous attention 
value printed matter. Optical impact 
one-color job fluorescent paper 
much more effective than that 
four-color job ordinary paper, yet 
doesn’t cost much. 

Velva-Glo, manufactured Radiant 
Color Company, typical the new 
papers. The Fluorescent coating adds 
weight, making such stock deceptively 
heavy. better work this paper 
smaller lifts. The cutter knife could 
sharp, and stock should 
trimmed get rid any feather edge. 
This important prevent small par- 
ticles the coating from being carried 
into the press where they might cause 
‘pinholes’. 

Very opaque inks are needed pre- 
vent the color the fluorescent coating 
from showing through. Thick ink de- 
posit usually required. Press opera- 
tion practically the same, whether 
letterpress offset-litho. Grippers and 
other mechanical contacts cause 
damage, nor finger marks show any 
more than other heavy coated stock. 
Occasional checking press needed 
that small particles not adhere 
halftones areas solid ink.

This brought with 
unprecedented so-called ‘pros- 
Wages, costs, and profits leaped 
ever higher levels. Employers and 
employees shared alike this unex- 
pected prosperity which created false 
sense opulence and security. also 
initiated feeling well-being and 
profligate spending. fastened habits 
that will hard break. 

Reports from all sections show that 
business falling off al- 
though perhaps more some sections 
than others; and that the usual 
and expected summer slump puts 
appearance, the going apt pret- 
rough.® 


Low-Cost Competition 


Typewriter composition and office 
set machines encourage many enter 
the printing business, start 
“private plant” within printing con- 
sumer’s organization. Many books and 
catalogs, especially those with compli- 
tabular forms their makeup, 
have gone the typewriter-type and 
offset method reproduction, tariff 
work did long ago. 

Trade typesetters and printers who 
may worried about such competition 
can take this advice: either start ac- 
quire going concern (usually some 
other address than their own) pro- 
duce “typewriter-type” jobs via offset, 
order keep their customers within 
their own fold.

The next step 
have your ‘regular’ plant geared 
for high quality and good service 
fair prices fields that the little offset 
plants cannot easily

Unfortunately such courses are in- 
frequent. They are organized sporadic- 
ally. Sometimes they are result 
particularly difficult local conditions 
which plant foremen and managers 
realize the labor situation will des- 
perate unless employees are trained for 
responsible tasks. Where such courses 
have been started, local plants have co- 
operated even the extent offering 
their busy shops training centers, 
and local unions the International 
Brotherhood Bookbinders have con- 
tributed program outlines and instruc- 
tors. 


Since this cooperation invariably 
wholehearted and genuine local 
scale, would not advisable con- 
sider such educational training courses 
national terms?

Schulkind sees threat 


That feeling perhaps best expressed 
David Schulkind the Law- 
son Co., American paper cutter and 
bindery equipment manufacturers.

The American printer, bookbinder, 
and machinery manufacturer facing 
severe competition from abroad. Manu- 
facturing and production plants alike 
have been re-established with new 
equipment, furnished effect Mar- 
shall plan funds, enabling them pro- 
duce volume, due the low wages 
prevailing abroad, low cost.

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dled, and the resulting statements, analyzed, means success.

The small bookbinders’ best friends are the duplicate cop- 
ies his invoices, says Jackson. These are the basis 
for the company’s sales analysis. effect like killing 
two birds with one stone since, order meet the 
sales tax each month, sales must broken down into dif- 
ferent categories: consumers, resale customers, interstate 
sales, sales religious and educational organizations, and 
state and local municipal governments. 

sales were going broken down such extent, 
Jackson Co. figured they might well break them down 
further. Consequently sales were analyzed the type 
customer and the service sold the customer. result 
they knew who was buying, what was buying. And with 
little long range planning could determined what the 
customer ought buy the future. 

This analysis constantly watched for any drop per- 
centage among any one group customers. the per- 
centage drops rapidly, the receivable ledger consulted 
see who hasn’t been buying. turn the company sends 
nice, warm letter has their salesman investigate what the 
trouble might be. 

After analyzing whole year’s sales, Jackson Co. was 
amazed find that printers had not given them much 
business they thought. Instead manufacturers had given 
them nearly much. This enabled the company embark 
sales analysis the business done for the manufacturers 
could pushed for more business. 

Small buiness, says Jackson, can weather any type de- 
pression any large business watching its figures and 
analyzing its sales.

Equipment Production Hit Materials Shortage; 
Book Industry Facing Many Supply Difficulties 


Machinery, More Less? 


Hitherto the emphasis has been the 
shortages such basic supplies 
cloth, paper, and wire. new spectre, 
however, has risen cast shadow 
upon prospering industry: the possi- 
bility that there will not enough new 
and improved machinery meet the 
needs expanding plants that are 
reaching out for new business. Are the 
whispers regarding new machinery fac- 
tual, are they based the usual mis- 
founded rumors? 


The basis for the pessimistic outlook 
may lie the reports given the June 
14th meeting the Graphic Arts 
Equipment Industry Advisory Commit- 
tee. that time the National Produc- 
tion Authority was informed that from 
25% 50% the production print- 
ing and bookbinding machinery manu- 
facturers has been converted the 
manufacture defense and defense- 
supporting materials. 

need be, manufacturers stated, the 
industry can convert 100%. 
highly unlikely that such 
conversion will take place. There 
doubt, however, that this approximate 
conversion figure—25% 
remain for long time come. Its 
logical consequence reduction 
the supply new machinery available 
for the home market. 

Additional cause for the pessimism 
regarding the availability new ma- 
chinery has been the difficulty encoun- 
tered many manufacturers secur- 
ing sufficient quantities steel and 
other metals continue production. 
This situation has changed considerably 
for the better with the government’s in- 
auguration the Controlled Materials 
Plant which will provide for tighter 
control over the production and alloca- 
tion key materials. 

Manufacturers printing and book- 


binding machinery are now required 
file applications covering anticipated 
needs for steel, aluminum, and copper, 
the three metals controlled CMP. 

the time this writing its alloca- 
tions are primarily for the manufac- 
turers “A” military products and 
possible that government allocation 
these scarce materials will enable the 
graphic arts industry get reasona- 
ble portion without the hit-and-miss 
the priority system. Generally speak- 
ing. manufacturers graphic arts ma- 
chinery are being held about 70% 
their pre-Korean steel usage, 60% 
copper, and 50% aluminum. The 
resultant reduction the amount 
machinery available for the bookbind- 
ing industry becomes obvious. 

Will foreign machinery imported 
sufficient quantities make for 
reduced American production? Some 
observers say yes, and point the in- 
terest shown the British Industries 
Fair, the Milan Fair, the Canadian 
Fair, the Leipzig Fair, and the Drupa 
Exhibition Germany. The State De- 
partment itself apparently looks with 
favor upon such importation for the 
recent General Agreement Tariffs 
and Trade, signed the Torquay Con- 
ference, the United States reduced 
half the tariff imported German, 
Italian, and Canadian bookbinding ma- 
chinery. The duty paid now 
only The National Printing 
Equipment Association has stated that 
appeals will made the Tar- 
iff Commission repeal this reduction. 
Many manufacturers feel that were 
not for defense work, the tariff cut 
would serious economic threat.

Essential Industry 


Washington circles are advising 
graphic arts machinery manufacturers 
against too drastic curtailment nor- 
mal civilian production. special pro- 
gram recognizing the essentiality 
printing and machinery 
for the defense effort the fields 
propaganda and education being con- 
sidered. details are yet available. 


Short Supply 


Steel, and aluminum for use 
such consumer end-products 
leaf binders being limited 95%, 
80%, and 75%, respectively, under the 
terms the new NPA Order M-47A. 
The base period the first three months 
1951. 


While small users steel, copper 
and aluminum are exempt 
NPA orders the shortages will never- 
theless affect them. Copper and alumi- 
num may not used for any ornamen- 
tal decorative purpose. 


Copper and aluminum for printing 
plates and steel for stitching wire will 
soon governed expected CMP 
Regulation for MRO (maintenance, 
repair, and operating) supplies. This 
will replace and similar NPA 
Reg. which now provides DO-97 
rating for MRO supplies. 


Shortages and difficulties obtain- 
ing many supplies needed printers 
and binders are expected nowa- 
days. Among the materials which the 
NPA has rated “in very short sup- 
ply” are cotton duck (for book cover- 
tin (stitching wire coating), 
glycerin (for glue), nickel, magnesium, 
copper, (for printing plates) and 
titanium (for paper opacity).

The stripping 
material—whatever may be—comes various widths, 
depending upon the nature the work. The average 
width the tape, which roll fed the stripping ma- 
chine, usually about The tape material may 
glued the machine, which case moistened before 
being applied.to the books signatures, may pre- 
glued are the gummed hollands used for school notebooks. 
The purpose stripping reinforce the sheet signa- 
tures that point where they receive the most wear. 

There are two types stripping done binderies: back 
stripping and flat stripping. These operations may usually 
done the same machine though adjustments have 
made the “head” forming section. 

Back stripping: The stripping material folded rolled 
around the back the signature book, folded across 
the edge the sheet. Such back stripping used school 
composition books, check books, notebooks, catalogs, sample 
books, side stitched books which have flat backs, and saddle- 
stitched books with rounded backs. may also used 
bind the front and back covers plain square back 
and hinge cover books. 

Flat stripping: This the same operation back strip- 
ping, but for the fact that the tape affixed flat the 
working material without any fold rounding. Such flat 
stripping used for the reinforcing hinge sheets, loose- 
leaf index sheets, end sheets and the like. may also make 
cases for record albums and similar bindings where the 
width the tape sufficient bind together the front and 
back covers with the spine the book. 


Brackett Stripping Machine Co. 


Three models are manufactured, the “Edition” being 
unique that possesses two separate heads, one which 
does flat stripping, and the other does back stripping. 
addition, special feed guides are provided permit handling 
end sheets and sections for wrap-around work without strip- 
ping.

Bracket also manufactures the “Roll Feed End Sheet 
Stripping” machine for making exposed open joint and 
sheets for side sewed books. 

The “Utility Single Head Stripper” does back stripping 
books with square round backs, handling thickness. 

The “Heavy Duty Tablet Stripper” conveyor feed, 
single head stripping machine specially designed for tablet 
houses, sales book makers and those running work several 
lengths 17” and up.

The single clamp head Pleger’s “Model does both 
flat and back stripping, with about minutes time for the

PLATES, tissues, endpapers and even small 
signatures which cannot run through sewing machine 
may pasted onto the outside signatures means 
tipping machine. Formerly this was tedious hand opera- 
tion which required the fanning out group signatures, 
and the application strip paste along their edges, 
the pasting thin strip along each signature’s edge 
was picked from pile. The material tipped 
was then manually placed position upon the signature 
and then pressed down, either hand with bone folder.

Telescoping posts: Two connected 
solid inner posts and two connected tu- 
bular outer posts, fitting one inside the 
other, which may adjusted for ex- 
pansion. 

There are number variations 
each group that times hard 
define exactly the style binder. Gen- 
erally speaking, all post binders fall 
into one the other the above-men- 
tioned classes. 


these four groups post binders, 
the sectional binders are the most com- 
mon. Let discuss their various styles 
and the method their construction.

Sectional Post Binders 


The binding mechanism sectional 
binders consists series small 
known have pro- 
jecting screws one end, and female 
threads the other. Any number

Three parts are necessary form one 
complete post: the base section which 
anchored the binding base, the 
rounded smooth top section, and any 
number inner sections which are 
used increase the binder’s capacity. 

Sectional post loose leaf books have 
spine (or back) and consist only 
the two book covers which are connect- 
the two upright posts which also 
hold the sheets. 

Sheets for such binders are punched, 
that they can fitted over the stand- 
ard 5/16” diameter upright posts. 
the sheets are also can 
then slid around the posts without 
necessitating the removal the top 
cover and front sheet. 

There are three types metals, clas- 
sified according their locking mech- 
anism, used sectional post binders. 
The construction the cover, and the 
general appearance the binder, the 
same for all three—the difference being 
the end-use, the locking and unlock- 
ing mechanism the binder. 


Endlock: 


The top portion the binder fitted 
with key arrangement that can lock 
the post. turning the key 
screw-operated wedge locks onto the 
rounded top section that held 
place and cannot removed.

binder for 11” sheets will, 
course, use two tubular steel cases mea- 
suring 11” long. They may also pur- 
chased lengths five feet ten 
feet for cutting required sizes, and 
are then known “knock down” hard- 
ware, metals which must worked 
before they are suitable for direct 
use binder. The tubular steel cases, 
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whatever their length, are approximate- 
wide and 34” thick. 

The top portion the tubular steel 
case holds one the locking mecha- 
nisms, whether endlock, toplock, 
twinlock. usually purchased with 
the mechanism installed, but may also 
purchased “knock down” and then 
assembled the bookbinder. the 
latter case the bottom steel case must 
drilled make room for the instal- 
lation the anchor bushings which will 
hold the bottom, base, section the 
sectional post. 


Most loose leaf manufacturers, how- 
ever, prefer buy their endlock, twin- 
lock, and toplock metals already assem- 
bled and ready for use. “Knock down” 
metals are usually purchased only for 
special jobs, companies whose 
large output makes economical for 
them buy quantity lots hardware. 


Tubular steel cases may had with 
without lugs. The cases without lugs 
are for use the fabric hinge construc- 
tion, which the canvas covering the 
board and metal binding unit serves 
also the hinge. Cases with lugs are 
for use the metal-hinge construction 
and naturally require metal hinges 
the spur rivet type, described 
the production the 3-ring binder. 


End caps, made rubber, steel, plas- 
tic, aluminum, are used close the 
open ends the tubular steel casings.

Such binders are used various 
types accounting books: Accounts re- 
ceivable, general ledger, cash sales, pur- 
chase records, payroll accounts, etc. 
These hold accounting sheets that may 
11” wide and any other size.

These are the metal parts which will 
required each binder: 

Two tubular steel cases. The 
top portion will contain the key and 
endlock mechanism, and the bottom the 
threaded bushing anchor the post 
base. 

Four end caps. One for each end 
the tubular steel cases. 
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Two post bases, two rounded top sec- 
tions, and any even number inner 
sections, depending the capacity 
binder desired. 

Two pieces binders board for the 


covers. 


Two strips cloth, for the front and 
back covers. 

One strip reinforcing cloth for the 
hinge. 

Two strips lining paper. 

Four strips leather for the pro- 
tected corners. 


The size our sheet 84” 11”, and 
know the size the tubular casings 
which are long, thick, and 
wide. compute the size the bind- 
ers board, take the sheet size and add 
14” each for top and bottom, and about 
34” for the fore-edge which must 
larger since extended index tabs are 
frequently used.

Production: 


Two cutting operations will neces- 
sary for our 11” 17%” cloth. The 
two fore-edge corners will have 
cut off, the nature the cut being de- 
termined the style the binder. 
round-cut the cloth indicated the 
lower right-hand corner Figure 12. 
When such corners are turned the 
cloth pleated hand for appear- 
ance’s sake. 


leather corners are used, the 
need for turning and pleating the 
leather means the risk unsightly 
bulge over the turned-in cloth. This 
avoided trimming the corner the 
cloth that will flush with the 
rounded corner the board, shown 
the upper right-hand corner Fig- 
ure 12. 


Since the tubular case measures 84” 
height, and the cloth 11” evi- 
dent that the end caps the tubular 
case will covered when the cloth 
turned. There are two ways han- 
dling the excess strip cloth. When 
rubber plastic end caps are used 
the top and bottom corners the cloth 
are trimmed that when the cloth 
folded will cover the end cap. This 
shown Fig. 12. When metal end 
caps are used they are usually exposed 
and the cloth must accordingly 
trimmed more that its folded ends 
may either tucked into the tubular 
case, glued around the end cap 
hold securely place. 


Handling Cloth 


The trimmed cloth put through the 
gluing machine and placed glue-side-up 
upon the table before the operator. The 
board then put down upon the cloth, 
using the cut fore-edges guide 
the eye. Some binders place the glued 
cloth upon fixed strip wood which 
serves mark the hinge space set- 
ting fold within the cloth. The board 
and the tubular case are then put 
place, with the fold within the cloth 
serving guide. The rubber end 
caps are already place both ends 
the case. 


The bushing side, course, facing 


up. Accurate placement essential 
here, else the finished binder will 
misshapen. small metal guide which 
need consist only bent piece 
metal that wide the necessary 
hinge space, frequently used 
gauge the hinge space correctly. 

Next, place the cloth re- 
inforcing strip over the tubular case, 
the hinge space and about inch 
more the board. 


Finishing Case 


The top, bottom, and fore-edge cloth 
ends are turned over the board and 
smoothed down. The remaining cloth 
portion then folded over the tubular 
case, the reinforcing strip, and upon 
the board. then smoothed down, 
portion this cloth, which was 
trimmed one the two ways pre- 
viously mentioned, covers the edges 
the end caps just enough hold them 
securely place. Three strips cloth 
now serve the hinge for this fabric- 
hinge type binder. 

The glued lining paper then placed 
over the board and the cloth edge. 


The two anchor bushings the bot- 
tom binder, and the two holes the 
upper tubular case, are still covered 
the strips cloth. will neces- 
sary open them and this usually 
done any one number drill- 
ing-type machines which quickly grind 
away the cloth layers. The location 
the bushing drilling hole easily 
found fingering the binder. the 
bottom cover the drill will simply grind 
away the turned-over edge and the cloth 
reinforcing strip, baring the bushing.

These conditions have brought about 
set standards peculiar law pub- 
lishing compared ordinary pub- 
lishing. 


Design 


Conservative, practical design the 
choice most law book publishers. 
These are the reasons: 


Most law publications are issued 
sets. The design the first often 
dates back many, many years and, like 
trademark, never changed. Law- 
yers-Cooperative Publishing Company, 
for instance, had many sets started 
the early part their years ex- 
istence. 


Certainly the sedate atmosphere 
law offices, where these expensive vol- 
umes find most use, demand decorative, 
distinctive, yet subdued backbones. 


Law books, being the product 
few specialized printers and binders, 
cannot expected feature any great 
glance any law book will reveal the 
intricacies and costliness their typog- 
raphy without the additional expense 
unnecessary flourishes. Their stamping 
die assortment usually limited one 
face. This preserves uniformity and 
minimizes costs. 
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law publishing does not 
have the in-between-men found other 
commercial houses where designers in- 
terpret the capabilities the machines 
appeal the taste the public. 
Law publishing depends scholars, 
salesmen, and craftsmen skilled mak- 
ing readable and durable books. Con- 
tent and quality manufacture are pri- 
mary sales factors. Therefore, few, 
any designers such have been called 
into the field. 

Law books are expensive and un- 
necessary frills would only deprive 
more lawyers the service these books 
offer. Not all lawyers are rich.

Any radical departure from 
these standards would confuse lawyers.

Law Textbooks 


Slight deviations from the traditional 
standard are occasionally observed 
the production law casebooks. Some 
casebooks are campus-produced, vari- 
typed, mimeographed, gathered all 
sort sof cheap binding methods, some- 
times with paper cover, published 
the editorial taste the instructor. 
Publishers are succeeding replacing 
these home-grown editions with hard- 
bound standard law book versions. 

Prentice-Hall has entered the law 
schoolbook field. Only the second 
their new series books now 
press. From their wide experience 
general publishing they 
duced some progressive thinking law 
book design. The bindings have more 
trade book appeal yet retain the 
stoicism characteristic traditional 
design. Although felt that esthet- 
icism criterion the choice 
law books, they have not minimized the 
appeal more attractive book 
terms students’ interest. 

Like the majority commercial law 
books, the P-H volume covered 
DuPont Fabrikoid. Genuine gold was 
sacrificed for imitation gold econ- 
omy measure, but plasticizer has been 
applied the whole cover protect 
the stamping and highlight the appear- 
ance colored cloth.

With this 
object mind Athena English Finish, 
supplied Tileston Hollingsworth, 
was chosen for its smooth surface ideal 
for notations pen pencil. 

making improvements, Prentice- 
Hall considered bulk 
burden and often pedagogic disad- 
vantage. one time schoolbook 
could designated such did 
not have least 1,200 pages but the 
pendulum swinging toward more 
efficient volume. Thinner paper make 
this new P-H volume least 40% 
thinner than competing volumes.

Composition

Law book manufacturing has thus be- 
come the business few specialized 
plants. Some, like the Lawyers-Coop- 
erative plant Rochester, Y., have 
extensive composition facilities for their 
weekly and monthly flow magazine 
publications, which law publishers usu- 
aly handle addition their books 
and supplements. 

Since successful sale never figures 
higher than 4,000 quantity, the 
advantages “cold type” composition 
have been considered for law book pub- 
lishing. Matthew Bender Co. made 
several experiments. Esthetically the 
first experiment could not measure 
the appearance hot metal compo- 
sition. Reductions the standard text- 
face, was learned not only reduced 
the size, but also reduced the weight 
value drastically that the contrast 
between footnotes and textfaces result- 
distinct patches light and dark. 
Since footnotes often exceed the text 
space requirement, some pages ac- 
tually looked lighter than gray.

Summary

The apprentice The Lakeside Press 
has also his disposal excellent 
reference library which keeps him 
close contact with the techniques the 
past well the present. obvi- 
ous that only one young man here and 
there has the requisite talent make 
outstanding success the practice 
“extra” hand binding. 

When the Department Extra Bind- 
ing the Lakeside Press was estab- 
lished 1921 was “with the idea 
that there was place for bindery 
whose standard was simply the best 
that could done.” the thirtieth 
standard has proved itself many times. 
Today stands tangible proof that 
fine hand binding not only possible 
highly mechanized plant, but 
definite inspiration the whole organ- 
ization, providing foundation for in- 
creased craftsmanship throughout. 


Since April 1935, the responsibility 
for maintaining the high standard de- 
manded has been the hands Har- 
old Tribolet, “whose international 
reputation for craftsmanship well 
known.

traditional techniques and modern 
science can make it. 


When great building erected to- 
day may Gothic architecture 
every detail, but most certainly con- 
structed Twentieth Century meth- 
ods. have ample literature handed 
down divulging all the secrets 
the bookbinding craft, but habits the 
ancient shop are inadequate today. 
Tribolet has taken exacting old world 
techniques and coupled them with mod- 
ern helps. 


For example, the shop used special 
chemical “age” artificially the new 
brass replica clasps 300-year-old 
book which they restored. Another in- 
teresting use modern tool the 
medical hypodermic syringe. This in- 
strument used inject paste into old 
book covers that need repair where 
ordinary brushes and techniques will 
not reach. 


restoring rebinding old books 
materials old the books them- 
selves are some times used. However, 
nothing ever used such work until 
its durability has 
carefully. Here again modern science 
called into play. Delicate paper re- 
pairs valuable documents such 
the famous Lincoln-Hooker letter, the 
title page copy Newton’s Phi- 
losophia Naturalis Principia Mathema- 
tica, 1687, are examples. The effect 
atmosphere and light were considered 
chemically that the permanent pres- 
ervation these items could execu- 
ted effectively. The latter had 
split edgewise replace missing frag- 
ments, and not only did the paper have 
match perfectly but portions actually 


had reprinted using the same style 
types and border. 


Battling mildew 


One the arch enemies books 
mildew, and the staff constantly car- 
rying experiments combat this. 
The usually urbane and gracious Tribo- 
let himself intent solving the 
problem that startles his friends. 
Recently, for instance, greeted 
client’s complaint about the dampness 
his new home with the hardly consol- 
ing comment “what fine place test 
our mildew-proofing chemicals.” 
Harold has written excellent gen- 
eral description the problems con- 
cerning paper preservation the Auto- 
states, “The high ethics prevailing 
among leading collectors establish the 
view that anyone who concerns himself 
entirely with acquisition and overlooks 
preservation, fails great responsi- 
bility his avocation profession;

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tor Good Ruling 


EVER, are any two forms 
alike and the job makeready 
the pen ruling machine always 
challenge. But the basic methods 
making the adjustments for each new 
job are fairly standard. The complica- 
tions and difficulties come the com- 
plex forms where there are many strikes 
and many colors, all which have 
handled the standard three-beam 
pen ruler. Sometimes this proves im- 
possible and the job must run 
through the machine twice. the 
ambition, however, every pen ruler 
master the makeready his ma- 
chine that every complex job can 
run through once the proper ar- 
rangement the pens, flannels, and 
cams. 


Cleaning the Pens 


Before the pens are taken off the ma- 
chine after completed job, the ink 
within their channels should 
moved. The beam can simply 
ered the pens touch the slow-run- 
ning blanket which thus 
pens. More careful rulers prefer 
use large blotter, placed upon the 
blanket avoid unnecessary staining, 
and then blot the points hand. 

Pens which have been placed the 
clamped slide may cleaned 
thin strip brass known the cleans- 
scraper which drawn down the 
channel each pen clear dried 
ink, burrs, dirt, other obstructions. 
New pens can cleaned with alcohol 
ammonia before using. 


Setting the Pens 


The pattern sheet with its markings 
cranked through the machine and 
stopped underneath the beams. The 
pens are then set within the slide 
degree angle that the points just 
touch the surface the paper the 
indicated spot. Those pens which 
not touch the paper can gently 
pressed downward with finger tip pres- 
sure applied the broad strip (not 
the point), and those that press too 
heavily can lifted the same way. 
If, running sheet through, 
found that some pens need moved, 
the clamped beam should unscrewed 
and the pen shifted, but never bent, 
the proper position. 

Uniform pressure necessary get 
uniformity color. If, despite manip- 
ulation the pen within the clamp, 
found that some pens exert greater 
pressure, the pens may filed even 
pressure, and their points thoroughly 


sharpened and cleaned, running 
them over sheet emery. 

lighter line desired for some 
pens their points may sharpened 
squeezing with pair tweezers. 
heavier line wanted the pen channel 
may enlarged spreading the 
points with the scraper. Gauging the 
width this method more difficult, 
however, and usually the pen ruler finds 
preferable run darker shade 
the same color for those pens where the 
heavier line desired. 

faint line work more con- 
venient use the connected series 
strips pens. These come various 
point sizes. Pens may cut off bars. 

Strike work headlines can set 
varying the depth the pen within 
the slide. The strike, however, only 
the headline and all the pens the 
beam will run off the page together. 
struck work needed anywhere else 
the page another beam, pen 
underlift system, will have used. 


The Flannels 


Flannel pads for the ink supply are 
made the finest baby white pure wool 
flannel, some imported from Eng- 
though few rulers have been known 
experiment with such items red 
flannel underwear. Since consistent. 
even supply ink vital for good rul- 
ing, these substitutions have not been 
accepted generally. 

The sizes the flannels are not 
standardized, each ruler preferring 
cut the flannels the width and length 
considers most convenient. Usually 
the larger flannels are folded make 
long strips about 24”. 

The number flannel pads strips 
used upon one beam depends upon the 
amount ink-feed required. Where 
only one, two, three pens are using 
ink, short piece flannel, long 
strip that folded over two three 
times sufficient. faint line work 
for 30, more pens many 
three four flannel strips are required. 

Flannels should cleaned thorough- 
once week with hot water. With 
good care they may used for about 
year. 


When two more colors are re- 


quired for the pens one beam 
necessary lay one ink-colored flannel 
upon another. The ink-proof layer be- 
tween may made strips rubber 
silk, oiled paper, even sheets tin 
zinc. Any heavy ledger paper 
equally suitable. 


strike work where the shifting 
beam may jar the flannels, clamps 
should used hold them place. 
These may purchased ready-made 
for the purpose, improvised from 
such simple things bicycle clamps 
which are equally effective. 


The Zephyrs 


Zephyrs are the woolen strands which 
carry the ink from the flannels the 
individual pens. Unlike the best-grade 
flannels, they are comparatively inex- 
pensive and the best four-strand zephyrs 
can bought almost any woolen 
goods store. 

The woolen strands are usually cut 
into eight-inch lengths and 
tween two flannel strips, within 
single folded strip. One end the 
zephyr wrapped around the bowl 
each pen form miniature ink pad. 
number rulers, however, claim that 
such wrapping completely unneces- 
sary and say that the ink-supply 
quite satisfactory when the end the 
strand simply laid inside the bowl 
the pen. The wrapping-around then 
used only for strike work when the mov- 
ing beam may jar the zephyr from its 
place the channel the pen. 

faint lining work usually un- 
necessary use connecting zephyrs be- 
tween the flannels and the pens, for the 
end the flannel itself may laid 
across the pens. 


Supplying the Ink 


Several ink fountains and ink faucets 
have been developed for pen ruling ma- 
chines, yet none seems have sur- 
passed the ancient ink brush popu- 
larity. The ink dabbed upon the flan- 
nel with the bristle brush frequently 
necessary. This hand supply method 
also supplemented the ink bowls 
themselves which are connected the 
flannels the first beam other flan- 
nel strips which serve feeders. 
course the bowls cannot placed upon 
the second and third beam, particular- 
strike work, without risking 

The ink supply should steady, and 
brushtul given every four eight 
sheets, depending upon the number 
pens being used and the quality 
work. Letting the flannels dry and then 
applying quantity ink will cause 
uneven coloring, blots, and blind lines. 

When ready operate, place some 
waste sheets upon the blanket for the 
sake protection and then flush the 
pens with the ink brush.

While 
the book designer most cases deter- 
mines type faces and measures, every 
production man should know type faces 
and how employ them effectively. 


Press equipment available for print- 
ing books vary every plant. There- 
fore the place where your printing 
done should very familiar you. 
You should know minimum and maxi- 
mum sheet sizes, the speed presses, 
the presses best suited for long short 
runs books can designed print 
the most economical equipment. 
You should know and consult with press 
departments freely and learn work 
with them your planning.

Never under-estimate the importance 
the bindery.

Before deciding the imposition for 
printing the bindery must consulted.

Marshall Lee’s first session chair- 
man the Trade Book Clinic June 
proved both memorable and 
exciting. The principal and only busi- 
ness the meeting was spirited dis- 
cussion Robert Josephy’s “Open Let- 
ter” the directors the American 
Institute Graphic Arts severely criti- 
cizing, the “Books for Our Time” show 
held May. 

The show, mimeographed 
letter had stated, consisted mostly 
stunts and lacked objectivity, complete- 
ness, variety, and balance. “Has the 
Institute muffed the ball?” asked. 
“Are you directors satisfied that our 
first ‘modern’ show should adver- 
tised definitive and should turn out 
limited?” 

Merle Armitage, president the 
and member the exhibi- 
tion committee (together with Marshall 
Lee, John Begg, Jacobs, Ernst 
Reichl) rose the defense with pre- 
pared written letter his own outlin- 
ing the difficulties the committee had 
faced and his intention campaign for 
more active concern with modern de- 
sign the part the Institute. 

“Many who try modern design,” said 
Paul Bennett (Mergenthaler Lino.), 
“are inept, untrained, and bit hazy 
the functions machine and hand com- 
position. Their lack familiarity with 
the printer’s craft leads many mis- 
takes that necessitate revision. The de- 
signer must know the techniques 
production his task well.” 

The contention that designers must 
soldily trained the printing crafts 
was disputed Ernest Reichl. 
cited the case one fine printer who 
said that took seven months set

one perfect line type. “This ab- 
surd,” Reichl said. “It not the de- 
signer’s job printing technician. 
His job know what good and 
bad typography. must know how 
relate changes the space before 
him.” 


Because “modern design” meant differ- 
ent things different people, the dis- 
cussion wandered and touched upon 
various aspects book design. Albert 
Lustig said that “modern design does 
not necessarily mean good design. The 
self-conscious acceptance rejection 
immaturity. The problem should 
deal with tradition, and not accept- 
ing rejecting entirely.” similar 
point view was expressed Ladis- 
las Sutnar (Sutnar Hall). “The ques- 
tion before us,” said, “is not whether 
design should traditional mod- 
ern. The real problem survival, and 
the question whether the book can 
compete with the film, radio, and tele- 
vision.” 

Josephy, whose sharp comments ini- 
tiated the discussion, then asked for 
moderation. “Our discussion,” said, 
“should concern itself with theories 
design and our intention should 
stimulate thought the 
ples design.” 


Continue Discussion 


Bill Clayburgh (A. Smith) served 
moderator during the latter part 
the meeting that Marshall Lee could 
leave the chair and take part the 
talks. “The central issue,” Lee summed 
up, “seems whether not the 
book designer true artist who in- 
terprets his time. The people who held 
the ‘Books for Our Time’ show believe 
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this valid conception, though they 
may represent minority point 
view.”
